with blight and crime but one can live with fire

has been minutes since the bell 
the Christian Science Church rang 
midnight. few blocks away, the first 
floor Symphony Road, superinten- 
dent John has just rolled over. 
But won’t drifting off sleep. 
will sit his bed until a.m., and 
will listen. And listen. 

will listen for any sound, any foot- 
step, anything thinks might indicate 
that someone trying set the building

they’re not going kill me. They’ll have 
that. This just makes more cautious.” 
Paranoia, right? 
Well, people living Symphony Road 
and one block over Westland Ave. have 


the right feel paranoid. combination 


rampant fires and simple physical de- 
terioration has laid morbid blanket over 
the area. The fires have been concen- 
trated narrow rectangle bordered 
the ends St. Stephen and Hemenway 
Streets and the sides Symphony 
and Westland. the past four years, fire 
has struck the buildings these 
two blocks, killing five people 
hundreds homeless. The remaining 
tenants, like are scared. 

February around 7:30 fire 
began back stairwell the fifth floor 
building. Within minutes, 
was burning under the eaves. Mclver 
and his cousin got upstairs, filled garbage 
cans with water from sink, 
the flames until firemen arrived and ex- 
tinguished 

Did Mclver think someone set the fire? 
“If was arson,” said, “[the firemen] 
couldn’t prove it. They said was, who- 
ever did knows doing.” 

Life superintendent has changed 
for the 44-year-old Besides fixing 
plumbing and lights, scraping ceilings, 
and hauling trash, has become guard, 
watching and listening for fire. 
longer relaxes the end the day, 
having few drinks and turning the 
music. afraid someone might 
waiting for the chance climb down 
through the roof across the connecting 
fire escapes. 

“If someone watching me, don’t 
want set pattern.

The measure passed that city’s Metro 
Commission offers gays equal 
constitutional protection 
employment, housing and public 
accommodations three areas where 
they are frequently discriminated 
against. 

Bryant’s organization, Save Our 
Children, Inc., charges the local gay 
community with “trying recruit our 
children The charge 
apparently stems from leaflets life 
that allegedly showed Dade 
County High Schools. Spokesmen for 
the gay community respond that the 
flyers were distributed only gay bars 
and baths. 

The Cambridge Gay Political Caucus, 
calling Bryant’s actions the kind that 
“could hurt the cause gay rights 
everywhere,” planning March 
meeting the Charles Street 
Meetinghouse discuss possible 
responses Boston-area gays. Among 
ideas under consideration are letter- 
writing campaigns aimed the Florida 
Citrus Commission and 
networks that carry Bryant’s ads, and 
general citrus boycott.

The Trial’s repercussions

Remembering Spain

The men the Abraham Lincoln Bri- 
gade are Half their comrades 
they left under the soil Spain years 
ago, and time has taken many more. But 
they have survived and Franco dead;

“You crazy Americans,” began the tri- 
bute read actor Howard Silva 
the Brigade’s 40th-anniversary dinner 
New York last month. led you, 
years ago, what you did?” 

Silva spoke, slides flashed the 
screen behind him, each bringing imme- 
diate recognition from the hundred 
Brigade veterans the room. But the 
slides, and the story they told, were not 
familiar guests and younger people; in- 
deed, they are not familiar most Ameri- 
cans, even those who follow the very 
large footsteps the “Lincolns.” 

For the men and women the Bri- 
gade, the story began during Christmas 
1936. The young Spanish Republic had 
already lost third Spain Fascist 
military revolt backed Hitler’s Condor 
Legion and 200,000 troops 
from Mussolini’s army. From Madrid, the 
Republicans issued worldwide call for 
aid. Whatever help came from the was 
unofficial, and fact was discouraged 
the government.

for refuse disposal personnel, 55; 
for street and highway crews, 57; 
for equipment services person- 
nel, 63.28; and for refuse collec- 
tion personnel, 95.5.

are embodied House Bill 2705. 

The bill would require that the 
Commissioner Labor and In- 
dustries establish the same stan- 
dards for public employees 
those promulgated OSHA for 
the private sector. The bill would 
authorize the commissioner 
investigate complaints, con- 
duct inspections facilities and 
issue citations corrective or- 
ders where unsafe, unhealthy 
conditions are found exist. 

Under the authority granted 
the bill, the commissioner could 
make any tests medical exam- 
inations necessary enforce the 
standards. The bill requires that 
training programs set for 
both public sector employers and 
employees. important sec- 
tion the proposed legislation 
bans discrimination against any 
employee because the filing 
complaint testimony given 
any proceeding under the act. 

Although the bill, drafted, 
contains monetary penalties 
cases non-compliance, these 
will probably dropped be- 
fore final approval. This change 
being made the request 
the Commissioner Labor and 
Industries.

Today Symphony Road 
dirty, cluttered, half-empty 
street. Wine and beer bottles and 
assorted trash litter the street 
and sidewalks front the 
street’s buildings. the brick 
pilings erected last spring the 
Boston Redevelopment Author- 
ity (BRA) hold bushes, bot- 
tles crowd together with dog 
excrement, almost covering the 
dying shrubs. Broken boards, 
chunks metal and strands 
wire still lie the gutter after 
last month’s demolition work. 

During the day, the boarded- 
windows burned and emp- 
buildings stare vacantly 
ahead. night, even with the 
street lights, the street feels de- 
serted. few house lights dot the 
buildings that are still occu- 


pied, and the only sounds come 
from the cars that rush through, 
occasional music student 
practicing, loud stereo. 

One block over, Gains- 
borough Street forms sharp 
contrast Symphony Road. 
While the housing was built 
approximately the same time, 
the buildings Gainsborough 
appear far better shape. There 
are burned-out vacant 
buildings; while the sidewalks 
and street are not totally free 
debris, they are cleaner than 
those Symphony. Almost all 
the apartment units the street 
are occupied, either students 
small families. 

the opposite side runs 
Westland Ave. with its apart- 
ment buildings and rooming 
street. one end Symphony 
Hall, the Horticultural Hall and 
the Christian Science Church. 
There large supermarket,

Ira Wells, the aging and decrepit Los 
Angeles private eye who the hero the 


nifty new detective thriller, The 


Show (which opens.on Wednesday the 

Sack 57), lives alone cruddy furn- 
ished room and doesn’t get around much 
anymore. Wells (Art Carney) has gimp 
leg, and perforated ulcer occasionally 
doubles him over pain; his eyesight 
beginning and wears hearing 
aid. He’s not eager take chances these 
days, and really needs him any- 
more. He’s poor doesn’t even own 
car the ultimate indignity Los An- 
geles. Having worked sordid business 
for over years, Wells doesn’t expect 
much from the human race: calls 
“dolls” “chippies” and com- 
plains about the messiness their lives;

melancholy loner, he’s instinctively

Wells hates listening people talk 
most what they say bullshit anyway 
and for himself, always comes im- 
the point. His opposite 
every way Margo (Lily Tomlin), 
young Californian (maybe 35) who 
hopelessly, obsessively garrulous, launch- 
ing into sentences before she has any idea 
what she wants say. Margo one 
those people who seem little bit 
everything (acting, pushing drugs, trans- 
porting stolen goods, running “errands” 
for people, etc.) without ever settling into 
job even fixed identity. Adrift 
sea she’s been 
through many kinds therapy and has 
much jargon banging around her 
head that she can’t utter three sentences 


Art Carney 
without contradicting herself, she’s the 
type woman who spends more time 
analyzing her rélationships than actually 
having them. And yet she has gift that 
makes her almost wonderful, gift em- 
pathy: she knows what human 
being. She falls love with Wells, who’s 
too tired and lonely ditch her. 

The Late Show’s writer and director, 
Robert Benton, who with David Newman 
scripted Bonnie and Clyde and Bad Com- 
pany (which also directed), deserves 
our gratitude for having invented these 
eccentric yet utterly plausible characters 
and gotten Carney and Tomlin play 
them. The film has severe structural 
problems that may baffle and annoy lot 
people, but it’s winner nonetheless, 
fluky, smart little movie filled with mis- 
cellaneous pleasures line here, 
scene there that stay the mind long 
after the formal problems have been for- 
gotten.

Through most this 
picture, Paul Mazursky’s Harry and 
Tonto, does his most beautiful work 
while listening the chatter around him;

briefly and then recede from view. The 
Late Show, most the comedy comes 
from Carney’s stolid resistance Tom- 
lin’s nutbrain chatter.

Only then you 
hear, for the first time, the ex- 
plosive voice the real Woody 
Guthrie. The two-and-a-half 
hours preceding offer many cine- 
matic wonders, but when all the 
lovingly photographed dust 
clears, there’s nothing en- 
gaging this snippet the man 
himself. 


fact, Bound for Glory far 
more successful misty evo- 
cation the American West 
during the Depression than 
biography. Cinematographer 
Haskell Wexler (whose name ap- 
pears first the credits, 
were the film’s auteur) has re- 
created the with flair bor- 
dering the visionary. There’s 
dust, dust everywhere, and 
one spectacular matte shot, 
Wexler depicts wall the stuff 
descending Guthrie’s home 
town Pampas, Texas like Ce- 
cil Mille’s Red Sea. When 
isn’t adoring the the 
land, craggy faces straight out 
graph, Wexler going ga-ga over 
period decor: shooting through 
store. windows can see the 
antiquated mannequins and dis- 
plays, capturing with angle 
shot the Art Deco curves 
highway trestle. All Wexler’s 
films have possessed distinctive 
looks, the edgy, claustro- 
phobic chichi The Thomas 
Crown Affair the grayer-than- 
gray One Flew Over the Cu- 
ckoo’s Nest. Bound for Glory, his 
most beautiful work date, em- 
phasizes light and space, and its 
the terrible wonder 
the elements creates almost 
Biblical aura. 

Perhaps that’s appropriate, for 
Ashby and screenwriter Robert 
(Alice. Doesn’t Live Here Any- 
more) Getchell are intent 
apotheosizing Guthrie, anoint- 
ing him the Moses migrant 
workers. John Ford’s leisurely 
myth-making such films 
Young Mr. Lincoln and The 
Grapes Wrath has influenced 
this movie almost much the 
story the Joads influenced 
Guthrie himself. narra- 
tive laid-back and anecdotal, 
punctuated Ford-like vig- 
nettes showing Guthrie’s charm 
and generosity and pointedly 
demonstrating that, yup, folks 
always could tell there was 
somethin’ mite special about 
him. 

Perhaps it’s heartening, 
age when myths are com- 
pulsively debunked and heroism 
suspect, have bona fide 
American hero conjured out 
Hollywood celluloid and 
Texas dust. But what sort fig- 
ure does Glory’s Guthrie cut? 
The politically liberal Ashby and 
his equally committed cohorts 
have altered the facts Guth- 
rie’s dog days and his early suc- 
cess Los Angeles suit their 
own purposes. But Glory’s vi- 
sion political heroism, like 
that The Front, another re- 
cent right-minded but mis- 
begotten social critique, glib

and simplistic. Here the im- 
poverished Guthrie radi- 
calized his experiences with 
hoboes and oppressed migrant 
furit-pickers California. But 
process, perhaps appro- 
priately, 
Guthrie seems motivated more 
restlessness than any 
dedication social change. 
joins another singer (Ronny Cox 
portraying portmanteau 
character based Geer 
and other union supporters) 
some labor organizing and, 
through series events about 
likely the star-making 
machinery Busby Berkeley 
musical, finds himself big ra- 
dio star with national offers. On- 
there’s catch: the sponsors 
and station manager forbid any 
more songs the air. 
fact, such thing ever hap- 
pened. Anti-union thugs may 
have bothered Guthrie, but ra- 
dio station KFVD was extreme- 
supportive. Indeed, Guthrie, 
Geer and coalition that inclu- 
ded the station’s manager helped 
‘elect liberal Culbert Olson gover- 
nor California. 


Unfortunately, Ashby al.

Ashby and Getchell play safe 
not following their homespun 
protagonist east, where shed 
what was left his Okie naivete 
and became darling chic 
New York radicals. Guthrie was 
quite able manipulate the 
people around him suit his 
political and artistic ends.

Perhaps, like the makers 
The Front, Ashby Co. are 
vicariously living out own 
fantasies political heroism 
the only world they know: show 
biz.

-ment. Glory pares the real Guth- 


rie down, trivializing him 
blowing the radio station epi- 
sode and casting Guthrie the 
trite role the lone rebel slug- 
ging out with and pow- 
erful guitar-picking 
Buford Pusser. The filmmakers 
have botched the opportunity 
create more complex, more 
believable modern hero, and the 
contemporary viewer can’t help 
but wonder Guthrie’s facile, 
precipitous rise and fall. Does 
make sense for him will- 
ing not make it, ready 
give all and take his foot 
out the door? Why not achieve 
certain success and then use 
the real Guthrie did? 


Moreover, Ashby and com- 
pany use Guthrie’s labor activi- 
ties help justify his notorious 
mistreatment his family, 
whom leaves behind Pam- 
pas without warning, sends for 
when he’s made California, 
and utterly neglects once they’re 
ensconced comfortable 
bungalow. Glory does include 
scene which his wife quite no- 
bly vents her indignation, but for 
the most part Guthrie’s conju- 
gal difficulties are glossed over, 
much the manner other 
contemporary films which view 
domesticity trap.

Here have, short, the 
wretched, unmanageable world 
that Walt Disney tried dispel 
his cartoons and amusement 
parks. Freaky Friday does not 
have the utopian optimism 
Walt’s last project, Disney 
World, which decided sur- 
round with wide, inviolable 
green space would keep the 
confusion and dirt life and 
perhaps life itself bay.

The Pocket lets Beckett out the bag

touch, stream visible energy 
appears, this respect, the 
momentary form each piece 
indeterminate.

Certainly there’s denying his 
achievement his conviction.

But the question is, 
whom Muddy singing? Who 
responding these images 
which derive from rural South 
years ago?

The same sort thing 
happened New Orleans mu- 
sic, imagine, when older 
form black music was em- 
balmed for succeeding genera- 
tions audience well-in- 
tentioned enthusiasts and some- 
what myopic scholars. don’t 
know what the answer 
can’t abandon art just be- 
cause it’s longer fashionable. 
But what happens when it’s 
longer even meaningful? Listen 
song “Mojo,” which 
Muddy sings almost all his 
concerts, and see re- 
mind you latter-day 
the Saints Marching 
one gives any thought what 
the words are about, and the im- 
mediacy the lost en- 
tirely. makes very sad, but 
the fact you could more find 
young black audience willing 
listen the blues than you 
could find young white one ripe 
for Jolson revival. 

blues scholars and purists fail 
recognize that the blues has 
ways been music fusion. 
Even the form itself, the famil- 
iar bars, three-chord progres- 
sion and AAB verse structure, 
was not actually set until after 
the popularization the phono- 
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graph record, and then, un- 
doubtedly, only because that 


form’s commercial success. The 


blues, other words, can 
considered product com- 
mercial forces, and, like any 
other part popular culture, 
must respond changes and 
trends. That’s what made Mud- 
Waters’s work fresh after 
the Second World War; was, 
fact, radical departure from 
pre-war forms. That’s what gave 
Albert King’s work such vitality 
The blues collectors 
were horrified King’s use 
contemporary soul conventions, 
up-tempo rhythms, occa- 
sional chorus, the Memphis 
horns which characterized the 
Stax sound, but this was what 
made his music popular with 
large black audience. think 
has become clear now even 
the most fanatic blues purists 
that many King’s records are 
blues classics. The same holds 
true for Little Milton and Bob- 
Bland, who were ignored 
the critics for years because they 
were not singing the blues, strict- 
speaking, but hybrid 
blues ballads. You see, the pur- 
ist’s mistake seeking pre- 
serve forms simply because they 
exist. They didn’t always exist, 
obviously; they came from some- 
where and they are going some- 
where well. 

The blues collectors are al- 
ways heralding the next Muddy 
Waters the next Howlin’ Wolf, 
but one Muddy Wolf en- 
ough, really. Instead, should 
taking our cue from what

MARQUEE MOON 
(Elektra) 

According the rock and roll 
aesthetic, music comes from the 
heart and goes for the gut; 
takes its natural form from the 
building climax and the sub- 
sequent sweet release. But rock 
and roll’s grown up, and the col- 
lege musical knowledge has 
become the school applied 
synthesizer and sound repro- 
duction. The music has found it- 
self the sometimes absurd 
position trying reach flesh 
and blood from behind moun- 
ting walls technology. There 
are lines dancers out there, 
moving rigidly prescribed for- 
mation the sound sim- 
orgasm. And that’s 
where pop music has led, what 
can poor boy but challenge 
the form itself? 

Punk groups ostensibly hark 
back the basics, but Televis- 
ion, which sprang from the bow- 
els New York’s CBGB’s, has 
abandoned the traditional vis- 
ceral model altogether and 
headed for the nerves. Their mu- 
sic based not the surge and 
ebb pulse peristalsis, but 
the even, monotonous whine 
electricity.

Guitarist Steve Hillage just 
home talking about the mechanical as- 
pects guitar systems commun- 
icating via the guitar. Hillage has also as- 
sumed the stature minor prophet, due 
circumstances beyond his control but 
decidedly his liking. His personal har- 
monious balance between the infinite and 
the immediate, between the never-end- 
ing search and the task hand, echoed 
his assumption both the technical 
and the emotional roles playing the gui- 
tar. It’s state being for which have 
nothing but the highest admiration. 

Hillage voluble and personable 
creature, furry any elfin type, but 
definitely man-sized nearly six feet, 
and broad-shouldered that. One gen- 
tleman from Melody Maker opined that 
talks blue streak all the time, and 
that’s not far from wrong: the volume 
discussion reproduced here less than 
half hour’s conversation that dealt 
rather exhaustively with Hillage’s equip- 


ment, his ethics playing, some his 
colleagues, some his favorite players 
even tad about his religious discoveries, 
about which I’ve doubt could dis- 
course for weeks.

His 
guest-guitarist sessions include another 
sheaf beautiful recordings, from Egg’s 
The Civil Surface Kevin 
Bananamour. Most his colleagues 
these endeavors are also making tremen- 
dous music: David Allen, leader and 
founder Gong, now working with 
Spanish band called Euterpe, and Dave 
Stewart has band called the National 
Health, which Hillage reports great. 
Hillage’s replacement Gong Allan 
Holdsworth, for whom Hillage has con- 
siderable regard.

gear. I’m one the old school guitar 
players, the sense that like old Gib- 
son and Fender guitars; I’m not into 
the newer trends. rather spend 
money processing the sound from 
old Gibson Fender than buying 
completely new guitar although ultim- 
ately love have guitar with every 
conceivable effect complete synthe- 
sis section built into the guitar micro- 
scopic chips. would probably cost about 
million quid satisfy. 

The cost integrated circuit chips 
has been going down, but still take 

Yeah, like complete polyphon- 
synthesizer chip. It’s happening, but 
it’s not ready yet. That would in- 
teresting customized guitar. 

But right now I’m paying great deal 
attention regular guitars. I’m thinking 
getting some new pickups from Di- 
Marzio while I’m New York. have 
Gibson Les Paul Custom, which 1968 
it’s one the newer batch, but it’s 
been rebuilt, and it’s just like old one; 
it’s been repainted, reshaped, refretted, 
everything. I’ve got Fender Strat, which 
think 1959 [photo the cover Hil- 
lage’s album which very good al- 
though find hard use live some- 
times because hum. You get lot 
hum with Fender guitars compared 
Gibson Les Paul with its nice humbuck- 


pickups. also have Gibson Jun- 


ior [photo the cover Fish 
which 1960. I’m planning rebuild 
that one, I’m going put DiMarzio 
double humbucking pickup and 
miniature graphic equalizer. And I’m go- 
ing customize especially for playing 
with pitch-to-voltage converter, which 
one many possible means for what’s 
called interfacing with synthesizer. 

Which pitch-to-voltage machine 
will you using? 

Well, the moment own EMS, 
made Putney London. work very 
closely with them: they’re very good 
friends mine and have built all gear. 
They’ve also built gear for Miquette [Gi- 
and Basil [Brooks], synthesiz- 
players. I’m using one their ma- 
chines, adapted for working with ARP 
2600. I’m hoping Boston, even 
though we’re not doing gig there, vis- 
the ARP plant, because I’m really 
ARP fan. think their machines are kings 
subtlety. 

Now guitar synthesizers don’t interest 
from kind heavy rock point 
view. You can’t beat the sound good 
guitar and good amp for powerful heavy 
chords even polyphonic guitar syn- 
that. I’m more interested for lead gui- 
tar work for creating tones that have 
never been heard from guitar, but still 
maintaining the guitar phraseology. no- 
tice that lot the keyboard synthesizer 
wizards, such George Duke and Jan 
Hammer, eventually arrive the point 
learning guitar phrases and playing them 
with their fingers. might possible 
take that one stage further that is, have 
guitarist playing guitar, and get the 
same sound these other guys get. 
That’s why I’m going toward guitar syn- 
thesizer. 

been getting completely unusual 
sounds, like ultra-high frequency sounds. 
like playing the kHz region, which 
can’t hear, but can feel. like play for 
dog, because can hear it. 

Another thing the guitar synthesizer 
does very well play bass. did quite 
lot the bass with it. You won’t no- 
tice that sounds any different from 
normal bass.

Webster’s describes pretty 
succinctly: brass wind in- 
strument that has cupped 
mouthpiece, that consists 
long cylindrical metal tube bent 
twice upon itself and ending 
bell and that has movable slide 
with which vary the pitch.” 
But there’s lot more the 
trombone than that. After 
spotty existence European 
concert music, the ‘sliphorn,” 
central role (and great popular- 
ity) the traveling band and 
traditional New Orleans jazz 
the early 20th century. After 
reaching its popularity peak 
several prominent swing orches- 
tras, the trombone has entered 
period decline, but the cur- 
rent rash activity suggests 
that the horn entering an- 
other golden age.

overview the intrument, 
went the local fount trom- 
bone knowledge, Tom Everett. 
Tom put together the Harvard 
University Jazz Band, served for 
several years president the 
International Trombone Asso- 
ciation, and, each year since 
1973, has organized (with Phil 
Wilson) Boston Sackbut Week 
early May. spoke Tom 


between lessons recent 
Thursday afternoon the Har- 
vard Band Room, which time 
the following in- 
formation: 


The most important mechani- 
cal aspect trombone playing 
creating enough air produce 
the sound. With trumpets and 
French horns you also have long 
tubing, but more resistance 
make the air through slower. 
With trombone there nothing 
stop the air there’s one turn 
the bottom, one the top, 
and the air gone. believe 
takes much more air play the 
trombone with decent sound, 
and got keep pushing 
through faster. When the air 
passes the lips (when the lips are 
formed properly) and 
all the trombone does amplify 
the air that you buzz. articu- 
late different notes you use the 
tongue, and depending your 
flexibility and subtlety you can 
get sound that’s very raunchy, 
detached, swinging legato. 
When talk about technique 
trombone, also mean articula- 
tion, which think the most 
difficult part trombone play- 
ing. 

There are seven positions 
the slide trombone; each lowers 
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SLIDE SHOWS 


the sound half-step, and 
tightening and loosening the em- 
bouchure you have these half- 
steps different octaves. It’s 
consistent with the trumpet, 
which has seven different com- 
binations open and closed 
valves. 

You often see slide trombone 
players doubling baritone 
horn, even though has valves, 
because uses the same mouth- 
other hand, means going 
extremely different mouthpiece. 
You can turn the tubing around 
standard trombone and turn 
into left-handed trombone, 
but you should also flip the slide 
over your spit valve point- 
ing toward the ground. 

Kids are attracted the in- 
strument because its physical 
and visual image. The old school 
thought would let only 


kids with long arms start the 


trombone, but that’s like saying 
only girls can play flute only 
boys can play tuba. Unless 
you're midget, once you reach 
junior-high-school age you will 
able reach all the positions 
trombone. 

The physical instrument 
hasn’t changed much from its 
original -design. It’s simply

draw kazoo. the military 
train commands surges for- 
ward hellish cloud steam, 
hums “Ride the Valkyr- 

Jean Sheephugger, idol the 
Jesus-rock set and the voice 
3000-watt evangelical 
station Cat’s Nooky, West 
the ‘‘mike-on” 
switch and raises his 
reverent lips belt out 
stanza “Pile-Drivin’ Savior,” 
his latest hit. 

Jon Milquetarte victim 
kidnaping with apparent 
motive, foolishly allowed 
his abductors retain his tin ka- 
whereupon cleverly 
stomps into shiv with which 
reduces the evil ones jelly. 


These and thousands sim- 
ilar incidents are reported 
authorities each year, illustra- 
ting handsomely the appro- 
priateness this tribute the 
ubiquitous kazoo, the 
friend.

With its shrill, teeth-rattling dis- 
sonance and its taut membrane 
trembling ‘in response the 
fool’s vibrating lips, al- 
ways instrument the Dev- 
il. 

has the wicked power 
change form and appear the 
most innocent-company. pea- 
nut-butter-and-jelly sandwich 
eagerly withdrawn from the 
“Bionic Woman” lunchbox. The 
Cut-Rite waxed paper ignored 
for the moment, but soon will 
stretched across the teeth 
comb, awaiting the lips lit- 
tle moron who will fill the school 
with the theme from 
Baretta.

its classic form the kazoo 
ragged, tapering and flattened 
cylinder tin japanned two 
colors, bisecting the longer di- 
mension the instrument. Lo- 
cated the upper portion and 
positioned somewhat forward 
center pot with screwable 
cover whose central perforation 
exposes thin membrane. This 
membrane vibrates unsympa- 
+hetically the grotesque and 
tasteless noises introduced 
the user into the small end the 
apparatus.

even more obnoxious.

Those who love are driven 
fear and plagued warts. Yet

may seem pretentious 
label one’s own work unique, but 
then Peter Kyvelos may the 
only professional oud-maker 
the country today. Kyvelos builds 
and restores musical instru- 
ments his Belmont shop, 
Unique Strings. Though much 
his trade involves violin and 
cello repairs, his specialties in- 
clude kanuns, bouzoukis and 
ouds. 

The oud most often consid- 
ered Greek; actually evolved 
from Chinese instrument 
called the pipa. Later was 
taken Persia, where ac- 
quifed some its permanent 
characteristics staved back, 
wooden sounding board and 
rosette. Finally, was imported 
Europe, where was the di- 
rect predecessor the lute. 

its current form, the oud 
strongly resembles the lute. The 
two instruments share stout, 
semi-circular body, short neck 
and angled pegbox. both, 
the strings are arranged 
unison pairs; the 
oud comprises five pairs and 
bass, tuned E-A-B-E-A-D. 
Though both are plucked, the 
oud fretless and requires the 
player memorize the finger po- 


sitions. “The oud has very 
earthy tone,” says Kyvelos. “It’s 
similar flamenco guitar 
without sounding metallic.” 

Though popular Greece 
during the early 1900s, the oud 
has received little exposure here. 
the US, sometimes played 
accompanying instrument 
folk festivals and oriental en- 
sembles. certain Middle- 
Eastern clubs, featured 
fascils, intricate suites that re- 
semble ragas. However, the oud 
mainly known this country 
back-up for belly dance rou- 
tines. 

such beautiful, versa- 
tile instrument,” says Kyvelos, 
“but really gets lost the 
maze belly dancing. It’s never 
really gotten that.” But, 
observes, are several 
people who have concertized 
with the oud and attempted 
bring another level.”

Envelope generators 

Various manufacturers call 
these various names: tran- 
sient voltage generators, con- 
tour generators, trapezoid gener- 
ators.
